He was the only student in his class all the 
way from first gradeto eighth at the one 
' room Bean Hill School. . 

Atty. Ted C. Larson, recollecting his time 

. at the school from 1925 to 1933, said he was 

the valedictorian of his class. "Most- people 

say I was also the dummy of my class," he 

added. 

Examining a photograph of the weathered 
building, he said, "there were never more 
than 20 kids in the total school." He talked of 
the outhouses behind the building, one for 
girls and one for boys and the porch where 
the children's snowy boots and coats were 
kept. 

A BUILDING BOND to add the porch was 
issued for $100. "It ended up costing $99," he . 
said^ ' 

The school, formerly, located on the 
. southeast corner of Rte. 173 and Deep Lake 
Rd., is now being used as a house further 
down the hill on Grass Lake Rd. 

The building was built in 1850 and was 
returned to the owner of the land when it was 
no longer needed as a school. \ 

A wood and coal stove was used to heat the 
it, and a wood shed was located in back to

"KIDS WOULD HAVE to help the teacher 



put wood and coal in the stove and do 
janitorial work," he said. Youngsters would 
clean the blackboard and sweep as a 
disciplinary measure. 

Vt;.C. Petty, Lake County school superin- 
tendent for 40 years, frequently visited the .65 
one room schools in the area. 

The school was the center of the com- 
munity, Larson said. Card parties and lunch- 
box socials wer e amon g the activities held 
there. 

Children "walked wherever they had to 
go," Larson said, ■* 'Some used to ride bikes or 
horses" to school. Larson himself rode a hor- 
se to school from his family's dairy farm. 

THE SCHOOL DAY began with the Pledge 
of Allegiance and the school song, A Long, 
Long Trail Awinding. 

The course of studies in the one room 
school included nature study, poetry, civics, 
penmanship, reading, writing and arith- 
matic. 

; Students spent a lot of time writing and 
reading, Petty said. "They would usually 
pass books on from one grade to the next. 
There were not many books in the library in . 
those days."- . 

Classes for different grades were com- 
bined, so students were "really listening all

In certain cases, foster 
children are also eligible for 
these benefits.

"EVEN WITH the change 
in formula made by the 
General Assembly, Lake 
County experienced a loss in 
state aid of $4,198,848 this 
year," Thompson said.

"The continuing losses in 
state aid are due primarily 
to increasing assessed 
valuation of real property 
and declining enrollment," 
Thompson added. 

Even' . though Woodland 
School will be receiving 
$462,192 less in state aid this 
year, "there^wili, be no 
change in the educational 
program this coming 
year," according to Supt. 
Arden Luce. 

i 

"The loss is balanced off 
somewhat by the higher tax 
payments dictated by the 
higher assessment," Luce 
commented.. "The local tax- 
payers, will be paying a 
bigger and bigger portion; 




but it is hot an even balan- 
ce.". 

. HE POINTED out that the 
school board anticipated a 
few years ago the reduction 
in state aid because, of 
declining enrollment and 
was successful in getting a 
tax rate increase approved. 

At Grayslake High School, 
where the state aid payment 
will be down $197,991, Supt. 
L.H. Rouse said that the in- 
creased assessed valuation, 
i dictates a lower state 
lyment, "also provides 
i tax money." 

Rouse said that when the 
school' board knew the 
enrollment, was declining 
and state aid would be lower 
_^we^ planned ahead and 
saved money." That surplus 
will be used this year to help 
operate the school. 

Because of the sharp in- 
crease in the assessment at 
Lake Villa Grade School, 
that school will be receiving 
$320,107 less in state aid. 
Supt, Peter Palombi said 
surplus funds will be used 
"and the tax money locally 
will be more." ^ 

. In the North Chicago 
'school system, where' the 
high school and the grade 
school have the same boun- 
daries, the high school will, 
receive $262,902 more in 
state aid and the grade 
school will receive $201,207 
less in state aid. 

"THE STATE aid formula- 
favors the high school 
district," Thompson said. He 
added that in some cases 



school districts are receiving 
less state aid because they 
were overpaid in state aid 
money last year. 

"The assessed valuation is 
going to kill us pretty 
quick," the school superin- 
tendent said. "The General 
Assembly must amend the 
law on assessment." He 
pointed that if the bill to 
reduce the assessment level 
to 25 per cent of fair market 
value had passed the

Will any of the four million baby walleye 
ever find their way into a fisherman's creel? 

Illinois Dept. of Conservation "shocking squads" are deter- 
mined to wrest the answers to such questions from the murky 
waters of the Fox chain, even at the risk of life and wardrobe. 
Not even the horrifying hip-deep ooze which lines Grass Lake 
will stop them. 

• The week-long intelligence-gathering effort will commence 
Monday, August 17 and Continue through August 30, ac- 
cording to Regional Fishery Supervisor Gary Erickson. 

Shocking crews will be pulling fish out of the water at a rate 
of two per minute, Erickson predicted. All 12 major lakes in 
the Chain; some 6500 acres in total, will be probed for fish life, 
Erickson said.

"We want people to know we are out there for a purpose 
and not just' wantonly destroying fish," Erickson said.

A trust that goes into force while the maker of the trust (the 

grantor), is still alive is called a "living trust". When you 

-pg^hiiBh-a— living— tniBt,— you— can^m ake yourself the 



beneficiary or you can make someone else the beneficiary. If 
you make yourself the beneficiary, you've simply asked the 
trustee to handle the property for you. We'll discuss some of 
the advantages of such an arrangement next week. 

If you name someone other than yourself beneficiary, 
you've given ownership of the property in the trust (the cor- 
pus)-to_that_ perso n (or persons) to manage . There are 
sometimes tax advantages to giving property aWByrGivingit- 
away ia trust will give you those tax advantages only if the 
trust satisfies all the laws and regulations. The most im- 
portant is that the trust be irrevocable. A living trust can be 
revocable or irrevocable. A revocable trust can generally be 
cancelled (revoked) by the grantor. You can take back what 
you've put into a revocable trust. Therefore, the tax courts 
generally don't consider property give away in revocable 
trusts as truly givejn away. Therefore/putting property into a 
revocable trust generally doesn't offer the tax advantages 
that giving property away outright can. An irrevocable trust, 
on the other hand, usually cannot be cancelled by the gran- 
tor. Once you put property into an irrevocable trust, you 
can't take it back any. more than you can take back an 
outright gift. 

The tax courts may consider property given away in 
irrevocable trusts as truly given away. Therefore, putting 
property into irrevocable trusts will usually give you the 
same tax advantages as giving it away outright. < Tax ad- 
vantages from giving property away usually arise put of 
estate taxation. You can reduce the impact of estate taxes by 
proper estate planning. If your estate is very large, you 
eventually can only reduce estate taxes more by shrinking 
the estate; by giving some of it away before you die. This is 
simple whPn ynii?ra flivinff-tasomeo ne who is competent and 
trustworthy; just give it away outright. What if you want to- 
give it to minor children? That is a problem which 
irrevocable trusts s olve very nicely.
